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Woolhampton is a picturesque little village, situated on 
the River Kennet, about ten miles froni its confluence with 
the Thames. It consists of a single street, with one or two 
quaint old inns, notably the Angel which has a curious 
signboard. The Church of St. Peter i£a Gothic structure
